& Paper Company are Installing in 
Iheir mill In this city ji new paper 
machine 
for 
the manufacture of 


coarse wrapping papern, and It is 
expected that tho bulk of the mater- 
ial entering into this paper will be 
the bark and kindnad refuse that has 
heretofore gone Io waste. 


While print pappr is not consider- 


ed a high grade paper, as paper goes 
tliise days, it has to be fairly evon 
in texture and white. This precludes 
the possibility of allowing any bark 
or refuse to outer into It's manu- 
facture, and as a consequence there 
is a considerable qualify of the mat- 
erial that comes to the'mlll that sub- 
foquenlly SODS Into the waste pile 
and Is thrown away. 


The installation of this machine 


will enable the company to manufac- 
ture all of this waste into salable 
paper, not as a high grade paper, 
but one for which there is ti constant 
demand for various purposes, 


A reporter for the Tribune visited 


th'a mill on Tuesday and he wus 
shown camples of this paper made 
from the bark and a certain percent- 
age of. ^ulphlte, this latter Ingredient 
varying from 35 per cent down to 
practically 'nothing. 
Tho sulphitp 


adds strength to the paper, and in- 
cidently adds to the prlea aslo. The 
paper made from die pure bark is 
quite coarse and brittle and naturally 
could bo used only for the coarser 
grades of work, while that with a 
greater amount of sulphite is tougher 
and available for' more purposes. 


The machine which is being erect- 


ed at the Consolidated plant is being- 
built from used machinery already In 
the possession of the company, and 
is being placed in the room tonniarly 
occupied by the pulp rolls, the lat- 
ter machines having been moved Into 
a new part just back of the grinders. 
The machine is about 80 inches wide, 
and while not as large as the big 
machines now in th'e mill, will turn 
out a considerable quanity of the 
coarsa paper each twenty-four hours, 


During a talk with Mr. Berkey on 


Tuesday that gentleman stated that 
the company would probably buy up 
waste paper in bales after this ma- 
chine was started up, and as a COHSD- 
quence it will probably be possible 
for merchants and others who have 
balers installed to dispose of their 
waste paper at a better price than 
heretofore, as the freight, on this 
class of commodity has been such as 
to eat up almost the 'entire price 
of the stock.

Its 
foreign commerce clears from more 
than 120 seaports, situated upon every 
sea washing the Islands. To shut off 
English commerce with other lands 
would require an almost impossible 
sea strength.

wealth of widely scattered harbors, 
the United Kingdom has particularly 
Irregular coastline, which would serve 
to greatly multiply the labors of a 
blockader. 
' Broken by rocky headlands, bays, 
and fleply penetrating Inlets of the sea, 
the English coastline alone stretches 
for a distance of 2,350 miles. To the 
south, upon the English channel, He 
the great seaports of Plymouth, South- 
ampton, Portsmouth, Brighton and 
Dover; to the east, toward tho North 
sea, are the ports of London, Har- 
wich, Great Yarmouth, Hull and New- 
castle, and to the west, toward the 
Atlantic and the Irish sea, are Bristol, 
Cardiff, Swansea and Liverpool.

Its'free end connected with a^ genera- 
tor at the sh^re station, the wiro un- 
winding from the shaft as the torpedo 
moves forward.—Popular Mechanics.

"A survey of the coast geography of 


the British Isles shows some things of 
tremendous interest when considered 
with reference to tho blockade un- 
dertaken by the Germans, the first seri- 
ous blockade ever attempted against 
the United Kingdom." says a bulletin 
Issued bv tho .National Geographic so- 
ciety. Great Britairi is a land of har- 
bors and highly developed ports. Its 
foreign commerce clears from more 
than 120 seaports, situated upon every 
sea washing the Islands. To shut off 
English commerce with other lands 
would require au almost impossible 
sea strength. 
Moreover, besides Its 


wealth of widely scattered harbors, 
the United Kingdom has particularly 
irregular coastline, which would serve 
to greatly multiply the labors of a 
blockader. 
' Broken by rocky headlands, bays, 
and deply penetrating inlets of the sea, 
the English, coastline alone stretches 
for a distance of 2,350 miles. To the 
south, upon the English channel, lie 
the great seaports of Plymouth, South- 
ampton, Portsmouth. Brighton 
and 


Dover; to the east, toward the North 
sea. are the ports of London 
Har- 


wich, Great Yarmouth. Hull and New- 
castle, and to the west, toward the 
Atlantic and the Irish sea, are Bristol 
Cardiff.

CF LABOR 


N tlie bureau of naturalization1 o£ 
the department ot labor one of 
the greatest, most extensive and 
potential pieces of constructive 
administrative work has been go- 
ing on for almost a decade with- 
out attracting any particular at- 
tention on the part of the general 
public. This work has Its founda- 


tion In the very vitals of the national fabric and 
consists in the work of making citizens out of the 
raw material of the resident foreigner who has 
been coming to this country from all of the nations 
of Europe ever since its discover}', and In vast and 
increasing numbers during the past three genera- 
tions. 


The making of a citizen, In so far as the require- 


ments of the law are concerned, is no difficult mat. 
tor, but to make a citizen In spirit, sympathy, and 
loyalty, one immied with all of the essentials of 
love of country,, is a vastly different matter 
For 


over a century the nation quietly and persistently 
slept upon this most important duty 
and 
per- 


mitted anyone, even the most unscrupulous, to vio- 
late the naturalization laws and to add hundreds 
of thousands annually to the enjoyment of the prfv- 
llegfes of the franchise, the holding of office, and 
all of the other rights, held in ancient Rome to 
be sacred to tho natural-born citizen. 


Congress, however, was aroused by the report 


of the commissioners of naturalization, appointed 
by the president, and on June 29. 1906, passed the 
current naturalization law. By this law, all of the 
courts, both state and federal, and the officials ot 
these courts, In their ministerial relationship, weio 
placed under the supervision of the United States 
government. 
This administrative authority rests 


with the bureau of naturalization of the depart- 
ment of labor. 


With the creation of this Jederal control, all 


of the lawlessness ceased, except In sporadic 
cases which arise because of the Ignorance of 
some particular candidate for citizenship, his In- 
born fear of the government and the law, which 
make him the prey of the unprincipled, willing 
to win a few dollars by quick rather than honest 
methods. 


Alm&st two and one-half million foreigners bave 


asked Tor citizenship during the first eight and 
three-fourths years of federal supervision of the 
naturalization law. Almost one and three-quarters 
million of these have declared their intention, or 
taken but their first papers. 
Something over 


three-quarters of a million have asked for final 
papers, and, of these, about 650,000 have been ad- 
mitted to citizenship during that time. 


During the same time, there have heen upwards 


of 85,000 foreigners who have been refused ad- 
mission to citizenship. 
Over one-half ot these 


have been denied because of mental and moral 
unfitness 
The bureau has kept a close supervi- 


sion over this phase of its work and as early as 
1907, through its activities, the public mind was 
directed to the necessity 
for providing some 


means to enable these unfortunate candidates 
from the vast foreign populace not only to ac- 
complish the act of admission to citizenship, but 
to equip them better to carry on the daily fight 
for their livelihoods For it Is ajnong these that 
the fight for their existence Is carried on under 
the most adverse circumstances. 


While the above figures indicate a large num- 


ber among the foreign element of this country 
coming forward for citizenship, the number does 
not appear relatively very large when it is known 
that in 1910 there were nearly 14,000,000 foreign- 
ers in this country, that of this number 9,000,000 
were not citizens, and that the foreign body has 
been Increased nearly 1,000,000 annually since 
then. By far_the larger portion of the foreign 
residents of this country have retained their al- 
legiance to the sovereignty of their birth. 
He- 


cent reports in the public press have shown 
many of these are ready to respond to tha be- 
hest of these sovereignties. It Is well known that 
large numbers returned Immediately upon the 
call of the country of their nativity, leaving the 
ties, personal, family, industrial, and others 
which have grown up In this country, for the 
stronger call of allegiance to the foreign sov- 
ereignty. This was the case prior to the great 
war of Europe, m the lesser wars among the Bal- 
kan states. 
Many have gone back to the old 


countries who have declared their intention. Some 
of these afterwards returned to this country and 
presented themselves before the courts of citizen- 
ship for admission. Judges of the naturalization 
courts have held that such absence from this 
country In the armies and fighting under their 
native allegiance broke the continuity of resi- 
dence for naturalization purposes, and denied 
their applications. 


Among the approximately 14,000,000 foreign 


alfen residents, 1,650,361 are classed as illiterate. 
These illiterates are the natural prey of the de- 
signing and scheming foreigners and natives, as 
well, at every turn. They compel them to pay 
tribute, both in cash and blood, for every service 
both real and imagined, and In the gratification, 
of their desires, however unscrupulous or un- 
natural. 


For years this conditions has been studies by 


the bureau of naturalization In its application to 


the administration of the naturalization law. It 
IB safe to state that although 85,000 foreigners 
have been refused citizenship because of mental 
and moral unfltness, at least that many have been 
admitted to citizenship, in spite of these defi- 
ciencies, during the period of federal supervision. 
The courts have been reluctant to refuse citizen- 
ship to a candidate, even though he be ignorant 
of our institutions or of the privileges conferred 
upon him. Especially Is this so where there are 
no facilities offered by the cities and towns where 
the petitioners live for overcoming these defects 
In many places the public schoobj have, under 
the inspiration of the bureau of naturalization, 
opened their doors to the foreigner and have 
taught him the duties of American citizenship 
and, in these places, the courts havo readily re- 
sponded to the new order of things and refused 
citizenship unless the candidate could come up 
to the higher ^standard which has been brought 
about by the 'federal supervision 
Thfs system 


xhe bureau fcpis tried out for years and with suc- 
cess in various localities throughout the country. 
There is scarcely a state in the whole country 
that does not now have citizenship classes car- 
ried on either by the public schools or under the 
direction of private agencies. 


In many localities where there are hundreds, 


and indeed thousands, of citizens admitted an- 
nually, no cognizance had been given fhia Im- 
portant proceeding by the general public, muni- 
cipal officialdom, public school or other authori- 
ties until brought to their attention by the repre- 
sentatives of the bureau of naturalization. 
This 


was so evident that the bureau, through its offi- 
cers, brought to the attention of the mayor of 
the city of Philadelphia, last winter, the fact that 
about 4,000 petitions for naturalization would be 
heard during the spring months and, as a result 
of this, approximately 8,500 new citizens would 
be made at that time In the persons ot the candi- 
dates and their wives and children, born abroad. 
This resulted In the first reception extended by 
any municipality In the United States to its citi- 
zens of foreign birth. 


This reception was but one of the activities of 


the bureau of naturalization to bring to the atten- 
tion of the entire nation this most vital activity 
of citlzensnlp. In the press of the day preceding 
the reception, there was published throughout 
the United States announcement o£ the nation- 
wide movement for the education of the resident 
alren body through the candidates for citizenship. 


Heretofore the activities of the schools have 


been directed almostp wholly to the candidate for 
final papers, while the foreigner possessing his 
-first papers, or who has just declared his inten- 
tion to become a citizen at some future time, has 
been largely neglected. The bureau has recog- 
nized, however, that there has been a constant 
and steady, though silent, appeal coming annually 
from the hearts of hundreds of thousands of for- 
eigners holding first pkpers, for relief, help, and 
assistance to the attainment of their hopes and 
desires In this country. 


The law permits an alien to declare his Inten- 


tion who is an Illiterate. In from two years to 
five ha is eligible to petition for naturalization. 
During that period, while the United States holds 
the candidate to be on probation, it has done 
nothing heretofore to help his claim except in a 
very meager way. The bureau of naturalization 
has been the only governmental agency which 
has extended to him the helping hand. 
It has 


now arranged and perfected plans for tha help- 
ing-hand to be extended to the nearly half a mil- 
lion foreigners who each year ask for citizenship. 


During the last year over 335,000 foreigners 


declared their intention and petitioned for natural- 
ization. This is the high-water mark since fed- 
eral supervision. Tha federal census records for 
the United States show that the foreign popula-

A 
goodly percentage of tho candidates for first pa- 
pers come from the early arriving Immigrants. 
Many who are admitted to cltl'/enslilp lire unable 
to inscribe their names In the English language 
but do so in foreign characters unintolllKllilc to 
the American born. Many who are admitted to 
citizenship have only the most meager ability 
to speak our tongue and have but slight ability to 
comprehend It. 


Some of the school authorities have agreed to 


furnish descriptive matter printed in 
vailous 


tongues for further facilitating the foreigner In 
the selection of a school. Where the conditions 
justify it, school authorities have signified their 
willingness not onlv to open tho night schools for 
foreigners but special day schools for the for 
eigners whose vocations inquire them to work 
during the night. The bureau expects to prevail 
upon many of the school authorities to open 
schools for the education of tho foreigners wher« 
n<5ue have been established. 


As illustrative of tho enthusiasm with whlci. 


the co-operation of the school authorities Is being 
offered, one superintendent of schools In one of 
the great metropolitan centers has stated: 


"You will find the board of education 
and 


school officials ready to do everything within 
their power to make this splendid movempnt, au- 
thorized by your bureau, a success In this com- 
munity, and we assure you In advance that we 
will be very glad to co-operate with your field 
officers to the limit of our ability. We are en- 
thusiastic over the plan which you propose and 
hope that the work that will be done in this city 
the coming year will be such as to meet with 
your hearty approval." 


Others, expressive of a like interest, have been 


received. All have agreed to give their heartiest 
endeavors towards the realization of the desires 
of the bureau of naturalization and to get the 
chambers of commerce and other civic organiza- 
tions and tho press behind the movement locally 
so as to arouse public sentiment and start the 
wheels into operation to secure the appropriation 
of the necessary funds for opening tho public 
schoojs or extending their activities where they 
have been open to foreigners. Others have volun- 
teered to give to tlie bureau of naturalization tho 
Information It desires so as to enable it to show 
annually the number of foreigners responding to 
the appeals of the bureau and the school authori- 
ties to attend the public schools: The number of 
illiterates; the number who have entered the pub- 
lic schools before taking out their first papers; 
the number who are naturalized citizens before 
entering upon the public schools; the number of 
males; the number of females; 
those having 


ability orflj. to speak-their native tongue; those 
able to read in their native language; those able 
to write their native language; and such other 
Information as win enable tho bureau to picture 
graphically the practical results in the annual 
reports of the bureau1 of naturalization and the 
department of labor and other channels of pub- 
licity. 


Individuals interested In social work, patriotic 


and other public activities have also most en- 
couragingly expressed their willingness to co-op- 
erate towards the advancement of the work of tho 
bureau in every possible way.

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p Cbvoid 


N the bureau of naturalization1 of 
the department of labor one of 
the greatest, most extensive and 
potential pieces of constructive 
administrative work has been go- 
Ing on for almost a decade with- 
out attracting any particular at- 
tention on tho part of the general 
public. This work has Its founda- 


tion in the very vitals of the national fabric and 
consists in the work oE making citizens out o£ the 
ravr material ot the resident foreigner who has 
been coming to this country from all of the nations 
of Europe over since its discovery, and in vast and 
increasing numbers during the past three genera- 
tions. 


Tho making of a citizen, in so far as the require- 


ments of the law are concerned, is no difficult mat- 
ter, but to make a citizen in spirit, sympathy, and 
loyalty, ono imb'ued with all of the essentials of 
love of country. Is'a vastly different matter. 
For 


over a century the nation quietly and persistently 
slept upon this most important duty 
and per- 


mitted anyone, even the most unscrupulous, to vio- 
late the naturalization laws and to add hundreds 
of thousands annually to the enjoyment of the priv- 
llegfes of the franchise, the holding of office, and 
all of the other rights, held in ancient Rome to 
be sacred to the natural-born citizen. 


Congress, however, was aroused by the report 


of the commissioners of naturalization, appointed 
by the president, and on June 29, 1906, passed the 
current naturalization law. By this law, all of the 
courts, both state and federal, and the officials of 
these courts, in their ministerial relationship, weio 
placed under the supervision of the United States 
government. This administrative authority rests 
with the bureau of naturalization of the depart- 
ment of labor. 


With the creation of this toderal control, all 


of the lawlessness ceased, except 
In sporadic 


cases which arise because of the ignorance of 
some particular candidate for citizenship, his in- 
born fear of the government and the law, which 
make him the prey of the unprincipled, willing 
to win a few dollars by quick rather than honest 
methods. 


Altnust two and one-half million foreigners l»avo 


asked for citizenship during the first eight and 
three-fourths years of federal supervision of the 
naturalization law. Almost one and threp-quarters 
million of these have declared their intention, or 
taken 'out their first papers. 
Something over 


three-quarters of a million have asked for final 
papers, and, of these, about 650,000 have been ad- 
mitted to citizenship during that time. 


During the same time, there have been upwards 


of 85,000 foreigners who have been refused ad- 
mission to citizenship. 
Over one-half of these 


have been denied because of mental and moral 
unfitness. The bureau has kept a close supervi- 
sion over this phase of its work and as early as 
1907, 
through its activities, the public mind was 


directed to the necessity for providing some 
means to enable these unfortunate 
candidates 


from the vast foreign populace not only to ac- 
complish the act of admission to citizenship, but 
to equip them better to carry on the daily fight 
for their livelihood?- For it Is among these that 
tho fight for their, existence Is carried on under 
the most adverse circumstances. 


While the above figures indicate a large num- 


ber among the foreign element of this country 
coming forward lor citizenship, the number does 
not appear relatively *ery large when it is known 
that in 1910 there were nearly 14,000,000 foreign- 
ers In this Country, that of this number 9,000,000 
were not citizens, and that the foreign body has 
been Increased nearly 1,000,000 annually since 
then. 
By far the larger portion of the foreign 


residents of this country have retained their al- 
legiance to the sovereignty of their birth. 
Re- 


cent reports in the public press have shown 
many of these are ready to respond to the be- 
hest of these sovereignties. It is well known that 
large numbers returned immediately upon the 
call of the country of the.ir nativity, leaving the 
ties, personal, family, industrial, and others 
which have grown up in this country, for the 
stronger call of allegiance to the foreign sov- 
ereignty. This was the case prior to the great 
war of Europe, in the lesser wars among the Bal- 
kan states. 
Many have gone back to the old 


countries who have declared their intention. Some 
of these afterwards returned to this country and 
presented themselves before the court* of citizen- 
ship for admission. Judges of the naturalization 
courts have held that such absence from this 
country in the armies and fighting under their 
native allegiance broke the continuity of resi- 
dence for naturalization purposes, and denied 
their applications. 


Among the approximately 14,000,000 foreign 


alien residents, 1,650,361 are classed as Illiterate. 
These illiterates are the natural prey of the de- 
signing and scheming foreigners and natives, as 
wall, at every turn. They compel them to pay 
tribute, both in cash and blood, for every service 
both real and Imagined, and in the gratification 
of their desires, however unscrupulous or un- 
natnral.

the administration of the naturalization law. It 
is safe to state that although 83.000 foreigners 
have been refused citizenship because of mental 
and moral unfitness, at least that many have been 
admitted to citizenship, 'in spite of these defi- 
ciencies, during the period of federal supervision. 
The courts have been reluctant to refuse citizen- 
ship to a candidate, even though he be ignorant 
of our institutions or of the privileges conferred 
upon him. Especially Is this so where there are 
no facilities offered by the cities and towns where 
the petitioners live for overcoming these defects. 
In many places the public schools have, under 
the inspiration of the bureau of naturalization, 
opened their doors to the foreigner and liavo 
taught him the duties of American citizenship 
and. In these places, the courts have readily re- 
sponded to the new order of things and refused 
citizenship unless the candidate could come 'up 
to the higher standard which has been brought 
about by the 'federal supervision. 
Thts system 


the bureau fcfis tried out for 'years and with suc- 
cess in various localities throughout the country. 
There is scarcely a state In the whole country 
that does not now have citizenship classes car- 
ried on either by the public schools or under the 
direction of private agencies. 


In many localities where there are hundreds, 


and indeed thousands, of citizens admitted an- 
nually, no cognizance had been given fhls im- 
portant proceeding by the general public, muni- 
cipal officialdom, public school or other authori- 
ties until brought to their attention by the repre- 
sentatives of the bureau of naturalization. 
This 


was so evident that the bureau, through its offi- 
cers, brought to the attention of the mayor of 
the city of Philadelphia, last winter, the fact that 
about 4.000 petitions for naturalization would he 
heard during the spring months and, as a result 
of this, approximately S,5X)0 new citizens would 
be made at that time in the persons of the candi- 
dates and their wives and children, born abroad. 
This resulted in the first reception extended by 
any municipality in tho United States to Its citi- 
zens of foreign birth. 


This reception was but one of the activities of 


the bureau of naturalization to bring to the atten- 
tion of the entire nation this most vital activity 
of citizensnip. In the press of the day preceding 
the reception, there was published throughout 
the United States announcement of the nation- 
wide movement for the education of tire resident 
alfen body through the candidates for citizenship. 


Heretofore the activities of the schools have 


been directed almost wholly to the candidate for 
final papers, while the foreigner possessing his. 
•first papers, or who has just declared his inten- 
tion to become a citizen at some future time, has 
been largely neglected. The bureau has recog- 
nized, however, that there has been a constant 
a'nd steady, though silent, apneal coming annually 
from the hearts of hundreds of thousands of for- 
eigners holding first papers, for relief, help, and 
assistance to the attainment of their hopes and 
desires in this country. 


The law permits an alien to declare his Inten- 


tion who Is an illiterate. In from two years to 
five he is eligible to petition for naturalization. 
During that period, while the United States holds 
the candidate to be on probation, it has done 
nothing heretofore to help his claim except in a 
very meager way. 
The bureau of naturalization 


has been the only governmental agency -which 
has extended to him the helping hand. It has 
now arranged and perfected plans for the help- 
ing-hand to be extended to the nearly half a mil- 
lion foreigners who each year ask for citizenship. 


During the last year over 335,000 foreigners 


declared their Intention and petitioned for natural- 
ization. This is the high-water mark since fed- 
eral supervision. The federal census records for 
the United States show that the foreign popula-

The bureau expects to prevail 
upon many of the school authorities to open 
schools for the education' of the foreigners whor» 
n6ne have been established. 


As illustrative of the enthusiasm with which 


the co-operation of the school authorities Is being 
offered, one superintendent of schools In one of 
the great metropolitan centers has stated: 


"You will find the board of 
education 
and 


school officials ready to do everything within 
their power to make this splendid movement, mi- 
thorfzed by your bureau, a success In this com- 
munity, and we assure you In advance that we 
will be very glad to co-operate with your field 
officers to the limit of our ability. 
We are en- 


thuslas'ic over tho plan which you propose and 
hope that the work that will be done in this city 
the coming year will be such as to meet with 
your hearty approval." 


Others, expressive of a like Interest, liavo been 


received. All have agreed to give their heartiest 
endeavors towards the realization of the deslros 
of the bureau of naturalization and lo get the 
chambers of commerce and other civic organiza- 
tions and the press behind the movement locally 
so as to arouse public sentiment and start tho 
wheels into operation to secure the appropriation 
of the necessary funds for opening the public 
schoojs or extending their activities where they 
have been open to foreigners. 
Others have volun- 


teered to give to the bureau of naturalization the 
information It desires so as to enable It to show 
annually the number of foreigners responding to 
the appeals of the bureau and the school authori- 
ties to attend the public schools: The number of 
illiterates; the number who have entered the pub- 
lic schools before taking out their first papers; 
the number who are naturalized citizens before 
entering upon the public schools; the number of 
males; the number of females;

Washington, Sept. 
16—With an 


earnest desire manifested by Germany 
to adjust the submarine question ID a 
manner satisfactory to tie 
United 


States, It looks as though the crisis 
'in the relations of the two countries 
has passed. 


Count von Bernstorff, the German 


ambassador, reiterated formally to 
Secretary Lansing at a state depart- 
ment conference on Monday that his 
government Intended to carry out In 
good faith the assurances given for 
the security of life on belligerent 
llneny 


He claimed that the note, with ref- 


«renco to the Arabic, declared anew 
(he principle underlying these assur- 
ances. 


The ambassador made It clear to 


the secretary of stati that there was 
no purpose on the part of his govern- 
ment to evade the spirit of the assur- 
ances. 


He asserted that the instructions 


to submarine officers were specific 
in requiring them not to attack with- 
out warning. 
Of course If a vessel 


Bought to escape or resisted a differ- 
ent situation would bo created. 


Mr. Lansing Insisted that the bur- 


den of proof that a ship was attempt- 
Ing to escape or resist must rest upon 
the submarine commander. 


Count von Bernstorff argued that 


the room for doubt would be restrict- 
ed. It tho British government could 
be Induced to cancel the orders given 
to commanders ot merchant ships to 
jara a submarine whenever and wnere- 


xove'r they saw one. The Gorman am- 


bassador believes that as a result 
of the care which German submarine 
"^officers will gbscrve th,ero will be lit- 
tle if any cause for complaint on the 
•part of the United States. 


He urged Sir. Lansing to accept ar- 


bitration in case ot the Arabic, point- 
ing out tha'. there was a sharp di- 
vergence of views relative to the way 
In which that steamer was destroyed. 


Secretary 
Lansing indicated that 


this government was convinced of the 
correctness of the evidence In its pos- 
session and he believed Germany 
should disavow tho act of the sub- 
marine commander. 


Mr. Lansing further advised the Ger- 


man ambassador that arbitration of 
the question of the value of the Amer- 
ican lives lost by the action of German 
submarines was repugnant to this gov- 
ernment. 


The ambassador Is confident that an 


adjustment of the differences that ex- 
ist will be reached. 


"So far as 1 am concerned," he 


said, "there never will be a 'break be- 
tween tho two countries. 
1 always 


have been optimistic. Diplomacy has 
so many resources that I have never 
seen reason to be pessimistic. 


Berlin, Sept. 16.—"Tho German dec- 


laration that passenger ships will not 
bo torpedoed without -warning unless 
they try to escape, when summoned to 
stop, or oder resistance, holds good," 
the foreign otllco announced on Tues- 
day, thus confirming the statement re- 
cerrtly made by Ambassador Bern- 
slorff In the United States. The an- 
nouncement continues: 


"As for the Arabic case, there 


seems to be merely a difference of 
opinion about facts, which does not 
affect the above-mentioned principle." 


The German government, In a note 


to Ambassador Ge-ard, made a quail- 
lied disclaimer of responsibility for 
tho sinking of the steamship Hes- 
perian. On tho taco of tho evidence 
thus far at hand, tho government Is 
satlatled that the Hesperian was not 
sunk by a German submarine. 


Tho communication is a prelimi- 


nary note, which may be supplement- 
ed when a'l the facts In connection 
with the Hesperian Incident are es- 
tablished definitely. The German gov- 
ernment states that, on tho basis ot 
tho information thus far obtained, tho 
theory that tho Hesperian was sunk^ 
by a German submarine apparently 
may be abandoned absolutely. 


It is said that official records show 


that no submarine should have been 
in tho vicinity of tho Hesperian at 
the time she was blown np. Further- 
more, tho point Is made that tho vio- 
lence of tho explosion and the place 
in which tho steamship was struck, 
as set firth in the accounts of tho 
disaster, indicate that It was duo to a 
mine.
